• New York, Dee. 26.—Roland B. Moll- 
neux awoke in his cell in the Tombs 
early yesterday morning to spend his 
first Christmas behind Iron bars. There 
were presents for him. Their ntnnber 
aroused the envy of the other prisoners 
In the gloom of his cell, cheerless, he 
opened the packages and read the names 
of the givers. His wife and other mem - 
bers of his family, by gifts, had sought 
to send some of the brightness of the day 
into the narrow cell. 


Six possible poisoners will be brought 


forward by the defense in the trial of 
Molineux. On these six men the lawyers 
of Molineux base their chief hope of Ms 
acquittal. 


Any of the six men, the defense will 


try to prove to the Jury, oould fit the 
shell of the poisoner as constructed by 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
and Molineux's lawyers express supreme 
confidence that their proof of this will 
be so complete that It must free their 
client. 


George G. Battle of counsel for Moli- 


neux yesterday announced this as the 
defense's plan of campaign. 
He said: 


"I look for the prompt acquittal of 
Molineux." 


"It will be demonstra*** to the Jury 


that any one of six men could have 
written the Cornish and Barnet letters 
and the address on the poison package 
as w«ll.

BOER ACCOUNT OF TUGELA RIVER FKSHT 


Say They Lost Only Thirty Men in the Conflict, 


British Asked For and Were Granted an 


Armistice. Nothing from South Africa 


Indicating Change of Situation

London, Dec. 20.—A dispatch from 


Pretoria saya: 
Over 500 British pris- 


oners, captured at the battle of Storm- 
berg, have arrived here. 
They have 


been taken to Waterfall to join the other 
prisoners. 
An official account of the 


Boer casualties at the battle of Tugela 
river saya 30 men were killed or wound- 
ed. 
General Schalk-Burgera' report of 


the battle says: 


"Friday, at dawn, the day long ex- 


peoted arrived. 
The Pretoria detach- 


ment of artillery gave the alarm. Gen- 
eral Butler's Ladysmlth relief column 
was in battle array, advancing on the 
Boer positions, close to the Tugela and 
Colenso. 
The centre consisted of an 


immense crowd of infantry, flanked on 
each side by two batteries, with strong 
bodies of cavalry supporting. 
Thy? 


Boer artillery preserved absolute si- 
lence, not disclosing its position. Two 
batteries cama within rifle distance of 
our foremost position, and the Boers 
then opened fire with deadly effect, 
Our artillery also commenced, and, ap- 
parently, absolutefly confused the en- 
emy, who wete allowed to think the 
bridge was open for them to cross. 
Their right flank in tee meantime at- 
tacked the Boers' scathernmoat posi- 
tion, but the Mauser rifle fire was so 
tremendous that they were rolled back 
like a spent wave, leaving ridges and 
ridges of dead and dying humanity be- 
hind. 
Again the British advanced to 


the attack, but again fell back, swelling 
the heaps of dead. 
Their cavaliy 


charged to the river, where the ffirmelo 
commando delivered such a murderous 
fire that two batteries of cannon had to 
be abandoned, which the Boers are go- 
Ing to bring here. 
Twice the British 


assayed to bring horses to removp them. 
The first time they succeeded in hitch- 
Ing on to one cannon, and on the second 
trial the horses and men fell in a heap. 


"Then the British were in full retreat 


to their camp, whence they sent a heavy 
shrapnel fire on Bulwer bridge, across 
the Tugela, to prevent the burghers from 
recovering the cannon. 


"The French attache, Villebo's, and 


the German attache, Braun, say the 
fight could not have been improved 
upon by" the armies of Europe. 
Gen- 


erals Botha and Trichart were always 
at the most dangerous joints of the 
fighting. 
Eleven ambulances removed 


the English dead and^vounded. 


"Such a tremendous cannonade has 


seldom been heard. The veldt for miles 
was covered with dead and wounded. 
It was a most crushing British defeat. 
Nine of the cannons have since been 
brought across the river. 


"The British asked for, and 
were 


granted, a 24-hour armistice." 


Nothing has arrived from South Af- 


rica that would indicate any change ia 
the military situation there. 
The war 


office is issuing lists of further deaths 
and wounds, as well as accounts of 
sickness. 
The most serious report of 


the last class is that horse sickrtess has 
broken out in both British and Boer 
camps in Natal. 


Four hundred British cavalry horses, 


It Is said, have already been shot owing 
to the occurrence of glandei-?. The 
disease ia likely to spread with much 
greater rapidity among the British 
horses than among the hardy Boer 
ponies, and this may mean a considerable 
prolongation of the campaign. 


A dispatch from Chieveley, dated Dec. 


19, says: The British naval guns have 
destroyed the Colenso foot bridge, thus 
preventing the Boers holding any posi- 
tion south of the Tugela river. 
The 


enemy are taking up fresh positions on 
the eastern side nearer the British 
camp. The British position at Frere is 
being strengthened. The Tugela river is 
rising and there is a prospect of heavy 
rains. A two-hour bombardment of 
Ladysnifth has been heard from here. 
According to reliable native reports, the 
Boers had 200 killed in the fight at 
Colenso. 


The news that the Colenso foot bridge 


has been destroyed seems to show that 
General Buller is more anxious to keep 
the enemy at bay than to attempt a fur- 
ther advance. 


Despite the severity of the censorship, 


hints are being continually received of 
the serious spread of Dutp»i ri^^ifection 
In both the Queenstown district of Cape 
Colony and Natal. 


A correspondent of The Dally Mall at 


Pietermaritzburg says: The extent of 
Dutch disaffection should make the im- 
perial authorities realize the magnitude 
of the task before them. 


There are unconfirmed reports from 


Cape Town that General Warren, com- 
manding the Fifth division, has returned 
there. 


Commandant Demelllon, who was 


taken prisoner at Elandslaagte and 
brought to Simonstswn, where he was 
confined on the British cruiser Penelope, 
has succeeded In making his escape.

ANECDOTE OF JOUBERT. 


Boer General Telia Why British 


Officers Are Picked OH. 


A conversation I had with General 


Joubert when I met him, with the oth- 
er Boer leaders, at Newcastle, South 
Africa, in 1881, may now be read with 
interest, says the London Times, cor- 
respond "nt I was deploring the num- 
ber of casualties among our officers on 
the day of Majuba. "Oh," replied Gen- 
eral Joubert, "we give special instruc- 
tions to our men always to pick off 
your officers." I said, "Thank you; -whs- 
are we to receivt. so much attention?" 
Now I think there was sound reason- 
ing in General Joubert's reply, which 
was as follows: 


"You 
officers aiw all rich and are 


quite independent of your profession. 
You can go into your army and leave 
it when you please, but the privates 
are poor men, and they cannot get 
away when they please, and they must 
fight when they are ordered to, arid it 
is how they get their living. Besides, 
we have no quarrel with them, and we 
do not want to kill one of them If we 
can help it." 


I told Joubert of the promotion of 


Hector MacDonalcl from the ranks and 
of the claymore that the officers of his 
regiment had presented him with. The 
general was much interested and said: 
"That brave officer must have bis 
sword back again. I will search the 
Transvaal for it and offer $25 reward 
for it." General Joubert recovered 
Lieutenant Hector HacDonald's sword 
from a Boer farmer, who, when he 
heard the particulars, declined to ac- 
cept the offered reward, and General 
Joubert handed his sword back to 
Lieutenant MacDonald at Newcastle.

8 I found $600,000 of Globe bank checks 
outstanding, which did not appear on 
the books. 
Mr. Cole admitted this to 


be his personal loan. 


"I felt to close the bank would cause 


not only the failure of that bank, but 
also, by reason of its relations to other 
banks, brokers and business houses, tha 
probnhlf fa.tii.ire of several important 
banking and business firms and indi- 
viduals. 


"Consequently Mr. Elgelow, who was 


the only director within reach, Mr. Coie 
and myself went to Washington, and 
laid the matter before the controller. 
Mr. Bigelow agreed to personally guar- 
antee that Cole's shortaga should b» 
made good to the bank at once. Cole 
having turned over certain securities 
to him, and Messrs. Clark and Coolidge 
Insisting in guaranteeing Mr. Bigelow. 


"The controller of the currency di- 


rected that Mr. Cole should resign at 
once as president, that the whole mat- 
ter should be laid before the directors, 
and that I should at the proper time re« 
port the facts to the district attorney. 


"At this time Messrs. Coolidge and 


Clark weye each borrowing not more 
than $100,000 of the bank, with plenty of 
securities at the then market price, and 
each had about $75,000 cash on deposit. 
Mr. Bigelow owed not more than that, 
and had more than enough on deposit 
to pay his loan. 


"On the following Monday Coolidgs 


and Clark gave Cole $80,000. 
Cole ad- 


ded $12,000 of his o\\n money, and re- 
paid $200,000 of the $600,000. 
The bal- 


ance, $100,000, was repaid in three days 
by the sale of Cole's securities, a part 
being bought by Coolidge and Clark 
through their respective brokers. 


"The bank's assets were thus bettered 


by $600,000 in cash. 
About a month 


later the facts, so far as known, were 
laid before the iuli uuarc*. of uiteCturs, 
ajnd further investigation showed that 
there were $300,000 more of checks out- 
standing not on the books, and that the 
Indebtedness of the Lovell Arms com* 
pany was really much in excess of the 
amount shown by the books, and that 
Mr. Cole was himself personally the 
bolder of nearly $500,000 of the Lovell 
paper. 


"There was also found an apparent 


overdraft of the Squires amo"untingr to 
•$525,000, in addition to their regular loan, 
which was in excess of the $100,000 limit. 


"Mr. Cole admitted his responsibility 


for this overdraft, either to the bark 
or to the Squires, and turned over to the 
bank his own securities, including the 
Lovell paper owned by him, to secure 
the entire indebtedness, for which he 
admitted responsibility. 


"This amounted to nearly $1,000,000, 


and the securities turned over, at their 
then marKet value, were considerably in 
excess of this amount. 


"The six directors and Messrs. Cool- 


idge and Clark then entered into a 
•written guarantee that these securities 
should be sufficient to make good th* 
Cole indebtedness. 


"Mr. Stevens, who was elected presi- 


dent Nov. 8, the directors and Messrs. 
Coolidge and Clark have since then done 
everything m their power and made 
great personal sacrifices to savel the 
bank from failure. 


"The bank's assets are better off to- 


day by about $700,000 cash, over $1,000,- 
000 of notes and securities, and the per- 
sonal guarantee of these gentlemen, 
than it was at the time I brought the 
condition of affairs to the attention of 
the controller. 


"The connection of Cole with the so- 


called copper Interests was not the 
cause of the Globe National bank's 
failure, but his connection with these 
companies had provided him with se- 
curities amounting in the aggregate, at 
the then market price, to nearly $1,500,- 
000. 
These securities were not in the 


bank when I examined it, but were put 
up later by Mr. Cole to secure hi« In- 
debtedness. 
"I make this statement at this time 


to correct the various rumors now in 
circulation as to the failure of the Globe 
bank. 
"In Justice to Mr. Bigelow It should be 


stated that, as on Sept. 9 he was the 
largest indn idual depositor in the bank, 
he was also the largest when the bank 
closed its doors." 


Not Anxious to Return. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 26.—The at- 


torney for Charles H. Cole, formerly 
president of the Globe National bank of 
Boston, and now being detained heie on 
i 


a charge of embezzlement, sa>s that his I 
client will remain here, aim that no J 
move is contemplated'ur.til the complaint ! 
now pn the way from Boston Is received 
and the warrant issued and served. The 
character of the complaint, he says, will 
determine the action he will take, though 
it is probable habeas corpus proceedings 
will be ti led. Mr. Cole refuses to be in- 
terviewed and refers all who call to his 
attorney. 


Earthquakes In California. 


Los Angeles. Cal., Dec. 26.—At 4:Z5 


o'clock Monday morning a severe earth- 
quake shock was fe^t over a large por- 


tion of southern California, the tnaula- 
tlons lasting about 12 seconds. The en- 
tire center of the shock appeared to have 
been at San Jaclnto. Ten or IB buildings 
were damaged, chimney* being toppled 
over and walls cracked and shaken. The 
total damage at Ban Jacinto and Hemlt, 
a, email town nearby, Is estimated at 
$50,000. No person wa» injured at either 
place as far as known. Tbe shock was 
heavy at other placw, but no particular 
damage is reported except from Ban 
Jacinto and Hemit. In this city no dam- 
age was done, though the shock wa» 
particularly violent. The htfuaea here 
are well filled with eaatern touriiU, and 
they were In many inatancea terrified at 
the unexpected disturbances and ruaaed 
from thtir rooms in affright. 


Found Dead In a Trench. 


North Uxbrldgre, Mass., Dec. 28.—Will- 


iam Lynch of the Rivulet village was 
found in the mill trench In Rogerson 
village with a fractured skull. He was 
removed to his boarding houae and died 
without regaining consciouanea*. The 
trench where he waa found is protected 
with a railing and at the place where he 
fell it IB 3% feet high. Aa Lynch waa not 
over five feet in height U ia considered 
Impossible that he could hav« accidental- 
ly fallen over while leaning against the 
rail. He waa 63 years old, unmarried, 
had been employed at the Rivulet woolen 
mill and had accumulated considerable 
property. He was not in the habit of 
carrying much money with him, but a 
wallet which he was said to have owned 
cannot be found. 


MARVELOUS VITALITY. 


Case of a Kansas Private Who ' 


Terribly Wounded. 


The war department at Washington 


has received a special report upon tbe 
case of Private Chanes S. Wilson of 
Company I, Ninth Infantry, a resident 
of Coffeyvillfe, iCan., who was wounded 
In action in the Philippines. The re- 
markable fact about Wilson's case is 
the marvelous vitality which he ex- 
hibited, says the St Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. At the outbreak of the war Wil- 
son endeavored to enlist in the Twen- 
tieth Kansas* volunteers, but was re- 
jected on account of his youth and 
light weight: He subsequently enlisted 
in the Ninth infantry and accompanied 
that regiment to Manila. The first day 
that Wilson was on guard the Insur- 
gents made an attack on Angeles and 
made liberal use of their artillery. As 
Wilson was crouching 
behind the 


breastworks, peppering away at the 
enemy, a shell from one of their guns' 
exploded almost directly in his face. 


No less than 12 pieces of the uhell 


struck his head, but, strange to say, 
did not bill him. Tha aaain part of his 
forehead was toru away, tie right ear 
drum was burst, a jagged piece of Iron 
imbedded itself in the bridge of bia 
nose and small bits of projectile were 
driven into his neck. His entire face 
seemed to be one gaping, powder black- 
ened wound, from •which the 'Wood 
poured forth in streams. His frontal 
bone was fractured in several places. 
Notwithstanding his injuries he retain- 
ed consciousness until after he had 
been carried some distance on a 
stretcher, when he swooned away. 
When he recovered, he was on an op- 
erating table in the hospital, and he 
heard one surgeon say to another that 
it was hardly worth while to dress the 
wound, as the patient would be dead 
in a few minutes. 


But Wilson had a different opinion 


on the subject and took occasion to as- 
sure the astonished doctors that ho 
had no intention of dying. Encour- 
aged by this unlocked for cheerful- 
ness, the doctors, although satisfied 
that Wilson could not survive, put 
forth the utmost endeavor* to save his 
life. The horrible wounds were dress- 
ed with teudercst care, and the badly 
fractured skull was strengthened with 
silver plates. 
Wilson fainted under 


the operation, and the attendants 
thought certainly he Trould die. In 
fact, when Wilson next opened his 
eyes he saw that a coffin was being 
prepared for his interment 
To the 


surprise of everybody the brave sol- 
dier gradually gained in strength, and 
the deep and jagged wounds in his 
head began to heal. His youth and 
previous good health and his excellent 
habits were all in his favor, but the 
wondering doctors could hardly ac- 
count for the marvelous amount of 
stamina and vitality displayed by ^he 
young Kansan. One surgeon Jokingly 
suggested that Wilson would live if 
his bead were cut off, and another said 
he could not be killed by a railroad 
train. 


In less than a month after receiving 


his wounds Wilson was able to be out 
on the street, but it trill be some time 
before his maw wounds are entirely 
healed. He will be sent to. bia home 
in Kansas as soon asJhe is able to un- 
dertake the long voyage. 
Although 


the enemy's guu has sadly disfigured 
the young man's face, it has left a 
mark which every, true patriot will re- 
spect and honor.

Hew the So Called Ute Invasion of 


Utah In 1804 Was Terminated 
Peacefully by Good Blunasenieat. 
Mormons Greatly Disturbed Over 
the End of tbe Affair. 
While the white people in the United 


States are mourning the death of Gen- 
eral Lawton, there •will also be sorrow 
among some of the Indians of the far 
west, to whom he was known not only 
as a brave enemy in war, but as a just 
and considerate friend in time of 
peace. About the last incident of im- 
portance in- Lawton's relations with 
the Indians was connected with the so 
called "Ute Invasion" of Utah late in 
1894. The eastern press was then pep- 
pered with dispatches, some from Colo- 
rado, where the southern Utes had 
their reservation and where the people 
were most anxious to get rid of them, 
insisting that Chief Ignacio and his 
band should be left in Utah for the 
winter as a means of appeasing their 
ill will toward the Colorado whites and 
others from Utah, representing the In- 
dians as bent on a bloody errand and 
sure soon to open a new race war. Gov- 
ernor West of Utah was hi a particu- 
larly desperate state of mind. Although 
a professing gentile, he joined with 
the rural Mormons of the neighbor- 
hood where the Indians were camped 
in representing conditions as very se- 
rious and in asserting the need of 
using the military power to avert the 
shedding of innocent blood. 


Secretary Hoke Smith had a good 


deal of confidence In the agent for the 
southern Utes, David F. Day, and as 
Day reported to him that the Indians 
had taken with them their women and 
children, and therefore could not be 
bent on a warlike errand, he declined 
to call upon the secretary of war for 
the troops which the Mormons consid- 
ered a necessity. He did confer with 
his colleague, however, In an Informal 
way, the result of -their conferences 
being that Lawton, then a lieutenant 
colonel, was detailed to inspector's 
duty and ordered to confer with Day 
and report what military action was 
needed, says the New York Post. 
When Lawton and Day came together, 
it was the meeting of two of a kind 
as to policy in dealing with Indians. 
Day said: "1 am ready to stake my 
life on the peaceful purposes of my 
Indians. They have no idea of going 
to war, and those Mormons know It. 
All the Mormons are aiming at is to 
Induce the government to send trjops 
into Utah, so that the farmer can 
turn In handsome bills to the govern- 
ment far food provided and property 
destroyed. Why shouldn't you and I 
go over there and bring the Indians 
back? That will save time and trou- 
ble for ever;-body and expense to the 
government." 


Lawton assented, and as soon as the 


necessary preliminaries could be ar- 
ranged tbe two men set off on horse- 
back, with some pack mules carrying 
a camp equipage and rations for tbe 
trip. They were soon on the trail, and 
a few days' riding brought them to 
the place where tbe Indians were en- 
camped. A powwow was called, and 
Day and Lawton presented to the In- 
diana a sensible view of the situation, 
telling them that they were trans- 
gressing the law, in a technical sense 
at least, in going over to Utah without 
permission and that tbe great father 
would be displeased with them unless 
they went back. 


The Indians explained that they were 


hungry and had come to Utah not to 
commit any depredations on life or 
property, but to hunt game. They re- 
minded the white emissaries also that 
congress had once held out to them a 
promise, which had never been fulfill- 
ed, that they should be removed to 
Utah as a permanent place of resi- 
dence, where they could hunt without 
molestation. 
Day and Lawton told 


them that they had no responsibility 
In connection with the acts of con- 
gress, but had come simply with the 
message from the great father, which 
they had just delivered, and they ad- 
vised the Indians, as the part of friend- 
ship, to turn peaceably about and go 
back. The Indians reluctantly obeyed, 
although the journey across the bleak 
mountains, with the impediment of tbe 
women and children, caused them 
much suffering and a loss of a quanti- 
ty of their live stock. Day and Law- 
ton had brought rations enough with 
them to help out in the emergency, and 
a few weeks later Ignacio and his 
band were once more on their Colorado 
reservation, without the firing of a 
gun cr more than the most trifling ex- 
pense to tbe government. 


The Mormons naturally were much 


disturbed in mind over the peaceful 
ending of the affair, from which they 
had expected to derive great profit, but 
this did not prevent some of them from 
handing in extortionate bills for imag- 
inary goods and chattels destroyed by 
tbe Indians, which Agent Day had the 
satisfaction of indorsing "N. G." when 
they were referred to him from Wash- 
ington.

SHIPPING BOOMINMAINE 


Many New Vessels Built or Are 


Now on the Stocks. 


HUGE SOHOONEB TO BE BUILT. 


Dlmennlon* of the Six Blasted Marine 


Marvel That I» Being- Constructed 
at Comden—Wooden Sailing Ves- 
sel's Days by Ko Moans Past—Biff 
Earnings of Maine Schooners. 
From the activity of Maine ship- 


yards during the past year and the 
preparations for the coming year's 
work it is evident, according to a Ban- 
gor (Me.) dispatch to the New York 
Sun, that th$ dajs of the wooden sail- 
ing vessel are by no means past. There 
have been launched from the yards in 
the state of Maine since Jan. 1 new 
vessels aggregating more than 50,000 
tons in net register tonnage and worth 
about' $3,000,000, while there are now 
on the stocks or under contract to be 
built vessels whose tonnage will 
amount to about 52,000 and whose val- 
ue will exceed $4,000,000, with pros- 
pects bright for a total tonnage for 
the year of 75,000 or 80,000 tons and a 
value of $5,000,000. 


Not only in the building of wooden 


merchantmen has there been prosper- 
ous business this year, furthermore at 
Bath three big steel vessels, two ships 
and a bark, have been launched; one of 
the finest pleasure vessels afloat, the 
yacht Virginia, for Isaac Stern of New 
York, has been built, and several ves- 
sels for the United States navy are un- 
der construction. 


When tbe boom began in the freight 


market this fall, shippers began to 
realize for the first time that the Amer- 
ican coasting fleet had been greatly 
decimated by wreck and decay and 
that there were not enough vessels to 
carry the cargoes to be moved. In re- 
cent years there baa been little build- 
ing for the coast trade, and what has 
been done is represented chiefly by 
schooners of very large size for coal 
carrying. Few vessels of medium size 
have been built and no small vessels, 
while gales like those of November, 
1898, and the past summer have swept 
hundreds of coasters front the sea. 
There are today upon the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts flying the American flag 
only 562 vessels of 400 tons register 
and upward and only 270 barges of 
more than 500 tons. Business has in- 
creased 50 per cent, while tonnage has 
fallen off 25 or 30 per cent From this 
it is plain that more vessels of from 
800 to 800 tons must be built, and with 
ftuch business opportunities as have 
been offered in the past few months 
down east shipping people will not be 
slow to act. 


There is under contract at Camden a 


marine marvel, a six masted schooner, 
the first ever built and the largest fore 
and aft tigged vessel ever designed for 
salt water. She is to register 3,000 
tons gross and about 2,750 tons net and 
will carry about 6,500 tons of coal, or 
more than a thousand tons greater car- 
go than the big five masters John B. 
Prescott and Nathaniel T, Palmer. 
This vessel will be 345 feet on top, 310 
feet keel, 44.4 feet beam and 26 feet 
depth of hold. Her masts will be of 
Oregon pine, each 116 feet long, with 
topmasts 58 feet long. Her bowsprit 
will be 35 feet and jibboom 75 feet 
She will have two anchors, each weigh- 
ing 7,000 pounds, and 220 fathoms of 
2% inch cable. Steam engines will do 
all her heavy work, and she will have 
electric lights and telephone service 
from tbe afterbouso to the forecastle 
and engine room. 


Her pumps will throw 1,000 gallons 


of water a minute, and she will have a 
double set in case one set should break 
down. This is regarded as a wise pre- 
caution, as should her steam pumps 
become useless it would be impossible 
to keep her free of a leak by hand, and 
she would go to the bottom like a shot 
with 5,500 tons of coal under her 
hatches. The monster, which will cost 
about $110,000, will be launched on the 
Fourth of July next, and there will be 
a great celebration in Camden. She ia 
to be built for Captain John G. Crow- 
ley of Taunton, Mass., and others and 
is designed to be the king of the coal 
fleet 


Such has been tbe advance In prices 


of material this year or since last 
March that a vessel formerly costing 
$30,000 has cost this year $40,000. 
What seems to be most complained 
of, Manila hemp has advanced from 
about 6% cents a pound to 16 and 17. 
Pendleton Bros, have had an offer 
of $50,000 for their new schooner that 
cost them $86,000, but they refused to 
sell for less than $53,000, saying that 
it would cost nearly or quite that 
amount to replace her. The four mast- 
ed schooner lona Tnnnell, recently 
launched at Milbridge, cost about $45,- 
000, her materials having been purchas- 
ed for the most part before prices went 
up. She had scarcely been launched 
when the owners received an offer to 
purchase at a considerable advance 
over tbe cost, but they declined to sell 
at less than $70,000 and remarked that 
they were not anxious to dispose of the 
vessel at any price. 


As an Illustration of what vessels are 


earning this year it may be stated that 
the little three masted schooner John 
Maxwell, launched at Milbridge this 
year, divided $1,280 among her owners 
in the first two months she was afloat 
which is at the rate of about 36 per 
cent a year on tbe investment Schoon- 
ers like the John B. Prescott and 
Nathaniel T. Palmer, which carry 
about 4,400 tons of coal, have been 
making from $7,000 to $8,000 a trip 
lately, and their ezpenses are small 
compared with those of a square rig- 
fed vessel of the same slse.

PLANS FOR PARIS ATHLETICS 


ra, CeraeU »nd Pennsylvania 


VatTeraltics Will Send Teams. 


In an interview recently regarding 


the trip to Paris next year of the 
Princeton track team. Captain John F. 
Crackeo. who is spending the holidays 
In Scbenectndy, said to a reporter of 
the New Jfotk Times: 


"Princeton's track team will be com- 


posed of both graduates and undergrad- 
uates. All Princeton men are eligible 
for the team. Among the graduates 
will be such men as Captain Robert 
Garret of the '07 team, Captain Potter 
of the 'OS team, Colfelt, who defeated 
Wefers, and many others. The under- 
graduate members of the team will 
be chosen from those men who win 
first and second places in the Intercol- 
legiate meet, to be held in New York 
city next May. 


"The team will leave for Europe 


about June 20, 1900. by- which time it 
is certain that the pcoper men will be 
available. The members <*f the team 
will go directly to one of tue suburbs 
of the French capital, where quarters 
have been arranged for by the Prince- 
ton representative there. Tbe team 
will also go Into active training, un- 
der competent direction, and will con- 
tinue to train hard for six Weeks. 


"The athletic events will probably bo 


held about tbe middle of July at Vln- 
cennes, near Paris. Representative 
teams from every nation on earth will 
be on hand to compete in every known 
athletic diversion, and the leading 
event of tbe occasion is expected to be 
the 25 mile Marathon meet. Cornell 
and the University of Pennsylvania 
will also send teams to tbe meet 
Princeton will take over every man 
who is reasonably sure to win some- 
thing." 


Princeton will have representatives 


at the Boston Athletic association 
games on Feb. 3, 1900, and also at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club games In 
New York Feb. 10. It is probable that 
she will meet Yale in a relay race 
shortly. A one mile relay race will be 
"pulled off" with Columbia shortly, the 
date of which has not yet been settled 
upon. The teams will be composed of 
four men each, one man running a 
quarter of & mile.

STRANGE SURGICAL CASE. 


All tbe Bones on a Patient's 
Lett Side Cut Away. 


Surgeons at the Pennsylvania hos- 


pital, in Philadelphia, fear that there 
will have to be another operation per- 
formed on the hospital orderly, Alfred 
Taylor. This man presents a strange 
Study to the anatomist. 
On bis left 


side there are no bones except parts of 
the ribs. From the point of his jaw to 
the hip bone the line of his body is 
nearly straight. The entire left arm, 
with shoulder and collar bone, has been 
cut away. 


Taylor is the victim of a disease of 


the bones, osteosarcoma, which will 
probably cause his de&th and would 
have long before this brought his life 
to a close had it not been fcr the skill 
of tbe surgeon, says the New Tork 
Sun. He was a sailor «nd came here 
from England in April of 1898. His 
arm and side were terribly swollen, 
and examination soon showed from 
what disease he was suffering. 
He 


was told that the disease would cause 
his death, but that he might live longer 
if the diseased bone was removed, and 
he consented. 


The operation was a success, and 


since his recovery he has been, work- 
ing about the hospital and has been the 
subject of about 400 lertnres and baa 
been ^jammed by many well known 
•urgeons. A small swelling recently 
appeared on one of his ribs, and it ia 
feared that the disease is not tnorough- 
ly eradicated. His digestion and gen- 
eral health have been good since the 
operation.

THE E1GHT-HOCB 


The general acceptance of the eight- 


hour law is being followed by a general 
counting of the cost. Some sort of a 
grumble has gone out from almost 
every city In the state as to the un- 
fairness of 'the measure or as to the 
expense its enforcement will entail 
upon th« municipality. But we do not 
believe the grumbling represents the 
thinWn*. progressive people oi the 
communities from which it goes forth. 
There i» no disposition, we believe, on 
the .-*Jt of the thinking heavy tax- 
payer tx» find fault with tbe adoption 
of the measure, neither do we think 
is there a like disposition on the part 
of the great mass of worktogznen, to 
•whom the law does not apply. 


Forward steps for the social better- 


ment must be taken, by somebody at 
Some time or we shall remain, station- 
ery. Forward steps cost, cost heavily 
quite often and It is most equitable if 
the city as a whole, tbe state ae a 
•whole, or the nation as a whole take 
the next forward step and pay the cost. 
In the eight-hour law we have a for- 
ward step, and one assumed voluntarily 
by all or nearly all the cities of Mas- 
sachusetts. 
The state legislature 


passed a law making eight hours a 
day's work for all workmen employed 
by cities, the law not to become oper- 
ative in a city unless adopted by a 
majority vote of the voters of that city. 
The law has met with general adoption, 
showing that the people were prepared 
for it, and has been adopted by a ma- 
jority, in almost every instance, which 
shows that far more than those who 
are numbered in the working class vot- 
ed In favor of it. There is no law in 
force on. which there has been so gen- 
eral and so conclusive an expression 
of public opinion. So, it is quite evi- 
dent that the people of Massachusetts 
were prepared to take this forward 
step of establishing the eight-hour day 
for city employes and were fully pre- 
pared to pay the cos*. It is not to be 
expected that private enterprise will 
set the example in the matter of the 
short work-day; but the short work- 
day is generally desired and the people 
of this commonwealth look to the state 
to set the example for the sake of the 
Influence to helping things onward and 
they are willing to collectively assume 
the burden. 
The eight-how law is 


adopted, and there is a fund of public 
opinion in its favor that will ensure 
its full enforcement. When in full en- 
forcemeat there It will stand, the chal- 
lenger in favor of that condition! of the 
working class which only a few years 
ago was little more than a dream. 


It has been figured that the adoption 


of the eight-hour day will cost the city 
of -SpringfleH goon* $20,000 a year. Us- 
ing the same baste of figuring it will 
cost this city in the neighborhood of 
$4,000. But we do not look for an ex- 
pense so heavy on account of the law. 
The Springfield statisticians have not 
counted on increased efficiency on the 
part of the labor employed. The results 
of many experiments in short work- 
days go to prove that the amount of 
work done is not cut down in propor- 
tion to the cut made in the length of 
the day. Thia is due to two causes—to 
the fact that men are at the minimum 
of efficiency because, of physical ex- 
haustion near to the close of the day 
and that the cutting off of the final 
hour does not mean the cutting oft of 
an amount of work done equal to the 
amount of work done for any of the 
other Uoun of the day. and to the fact 
that men work with greater spirit un- 
der the short-day limitation than under 
the long-day limitation. 


But, be thi* a* it may, it 1* not ex- 


pected, and it 1* probably not desirable, 
that men do so much, work in eight 
hours as they could in ten. If they did 
one of the principal arguments in favor 
of the eight-hour day would be nega- 
tived. This argument Is, that by 
shortening the work-day employment 
is given to it larger number, thus re- 
ducing the anpy of the unemployed and 
bringing about a better condition of 
society. This 1* a point that must not, 
be overlooked'by those In whose hands 
are entrusted the enforcement of the 
eight-hour day. An intelligent enforce- 
ment of tho law will look to the great- 
est good for the largest number, 'and it 
must be seen to, at least In tola city, 
that the adoption and enforcement of 
lite eight-hour day remit in much 
JjMM «taa Hvtaf overtime to a certain

number at city employes. If It be found 
that under the new dispensation ten 
men da no more than eight or nine for- 
merly did. let on* or two extra men be 
employed Instead of giving the ten 
from one to two hours overtime each 
day.' The pay, it Is presumed, will be 
the same for the eight-hour day as it 
was for the nine-hour day, and to favor 
few with overtime instead of employing 
a larger number of men would be un- 
fair and would be a method in no way 
tending to the increase of the general 
welfare. Three points stand out here— 
the point of favoring a few to the ex- 
clusion of others, the working of men 
at the time of their minimum efficiency 
to the greater dost of the employing 
corporation, and the depriving of the 
favored few of the opportunity for the 
intellectual, moral and physical im- 
provement which the eight-hour day is 
expected to afford. 


In the acceptance and enforcement of 


the eight-hour day let us aipply our- 
selvfea with open mtoda and- with a 
sympathy for its aims which will make 
it of the highest value to society. Tiw 
eight-hour day is a mark which labor 
cannot ask to go beyond, not. at least, 
until there is a much better adjustment 
in the industrial world than there is at 
present. It ia a natural division of 
time—eight hours for steep, eight hours 
for work and eight hours for all other 
pursuits of life. 


The forces engaged in popular edu- 


cation should take heed to this eight- 
hiour movement in. Massachusetts and 
look sharply to their fitness for work 
In an enlarged sphere with vastly in- 
creased responsibilty. On them will de- 
pend whether society becomes more 
symmetrical and more in harmony or 
more disproportioned and more out of 
tune.

—Frank L. Stantoo, 


LIGHTS FQ'R B'l'RPS' NESTS. 


Some Carious Hablta Practiced In 


the 'World of SonRdom. 


Many birds suspend their nests from 


the branches of trees, one of the most 
curious nests of that kind being that 
of the baya bird of India. It is hung 
from the branch, with its opening at 
the bottom, and hangs like an inverted 
bottle, secure from the approach of 
tree snakes and other reptiles. 
The 


most curious thing about the baya 
bird is that it is said to light up its 
nest by sticking fireflies on its sides 
with clay or so£t ~nud. There seems to 
be little doubt of the fact. 


Dr. Buchanan says: "At night each 


of the habitations is lighted up by a 
firefly stuck in the top with a piece of 
clay. The nest consists of two rooms.' 
Sometimes there are three or four fire- 
files, and their blaze in the little cells 
dazzles the eyes of the bats, which of- 
ten destroy the young of these birds." 


Perhaps other animals are scared oft 


by the baya bird's electric light, since 
a writer in Nature records this curi- 
ous observation: "I have been Informed 
on safe authority that the Indian bot- 
tle bird protects his nest at nlgfct by 
sticking several of these glow beetles 
around the entrance by means of clay, 
and only a few days back an Intimate 
friend of my own was watching three 
rate on a roof rafter of bis bungalow. 
When a glow fly lodged very close to 
them, the rats immediately scampered 
Off."—Our Dumb Ani>r«l</

of print "From the Hub to the Hudson" 
written by him when the Hoosac Tun- 
nel was building and the coaching over 
Hoosac mountain was a famoua trip. 
During the years that science was 
making such discoveries and state- 
ments as to force the church into the 
channels of social questions or to take 
up fruitless arms against her were 
written those practical books on ap- 
plied Christianity which were helpful 
to many pastors and flocks, for then 
social questions were less vexing- than 
dogma. After the higher criticism, had 
deeply stirred the waters of biblical 
study and the believer in the Bible 
"from kiver to kiver" had somewhat 
lost their animosity, and quoters of the 
"Mistakes of Moses" had mostly rained 
a broader outlook and people in gen- 
eral had become ready for sounder in- 
formation came his simple, clear and 
well-poised books on the Bible. 


Is "How Much is Left of the Old 


Doctrines" equally timely? Without 
doubt the church feels freer today to 
preach the old doctrines than she has 
for many a day. They have been 
poured ofE theeir lees and to many a 
saint in the church to whom has come 
some disturbance from the raging of 
evolution and 
higher criticism Dr. 


Gladden's latest book will bring reas- 
surance. It retains the old familiar 
term that In their new dress they have 
not so much of the technical as Drum- 
mond or FIske gives to them. So far 
it is a timely book. But when Dr. 
Gladden designates it "for 
the peo- 


ple" should he not rater have said "for 
church people"? Not yet is the great 
body of the people feeling the need of

Tbe Pay of Actors Varies Front flO 


to OB Much as 950O Per Week. 


Franklin Fylcs, writing of "The The- 


ater and Its People" In The Ladies' 
Home Journal, touches interestingly 
upon the earnli^s of actors and cor- 
rects the oft repeated reports of the 
enormous earnings of players. 
"Sala- 


ries vary with circumstances," he says. 
"The manager may find at §25 a week j 
a player whose moderate talent exact- I 
ly fits a part of considerable impor- 
tance. He may have to pay $150 if the 
role is singular and fit candidates 
scarce. If he wants celebrity In addi- 
tion to ability, he may be willing to 
make the salary §500 a week. In that 
case he takes into account the public 
value of the name and makes a feature 
of It in his advertisements. 


"Not more than ten actors in Amer- 


ica, aside from the stars, receive as 
much as $250 a week, and not more 
than fiva actresses are paid this 
amount. In fact, $150 a -week is excep- 
tional, and $100 will engage an excel- 
lent hero or heroine, a fine comedian 
or a delineator «f eccervtrjc character. 
The wages run down to $-75 for a sou- 
brette, ingenue or old man, to $50 for 
an old woznp a, juvenile man or juvenile 
•woman, and so along to utility and 
chorus men and women at $12 or $18 a 
week. Those are the wages of thor- 
oughly competent actors in companies 
Of good grade."

W, R. Decker, Who Has Just Arrived 


From Johannesburg 


"Walter E. Decker, father of Mrs. W. 


M. Burch, whose arrival from Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa, was reported In 
this paper last week, arrived to be the 
guest of his daughter Saturday after- 
noon. He tells an interesting story of 
the situation at the seat of war. 


His sympathies are all with the 


British, and he thinks that the Boers 
will be disappointed in their estima- 
tion of British resources. They know 
almost nothing of the resources of the 
country they are fighting, and although 
they have won victories at first, he 
thinks they cannot last, 


Mr. Decker has been a contractor in 


one of the mines, and •nas forced to 
leave when the mine was closed on ac- 
count of the impossibility of getting 
anything to eat. The Boer government 
seized everything it wanted, and there 
was nothing to do but get out. 


The attitude of the officials when the 


exodus was in progress was very in- 
solent an instance of it being the 
search of every man at the border as 
he left the country, and the appropria- 
tion by the officials of all revolvers, no 
matter whether the person who had 
them had a permit to carry fire-arms 
or not.

BILLS OVER A'CENTURY OLD 


They Show Tea. to Have Been a Cam- 


bridge Student's Pavorite Drink. 
There Is a bill for groceries, etc., fur- 


nished for an undergraduate at Cam 
bridge in the year 1788. The bill con 
tains one or two items of furniture 
Apparently the undergraduate too!; 
over rooms already furnished at a va! 
nation, and certain articles had to In- 
bought new, such as a hearth brush, a 
pail, a mop and a "Holland gotch." 
One knows not what this means, bu! 
it cost 2 shillings 9 pence (43 cents). 


The undergraduate would seem L 


first sight to have consumed tea In a 
most reckless manner. On Oct. 24 he 
Is charged 2 shillings for Hyson and 1 
shilling 6 pence for Congo. On Nov. 
1 he is charged 2 shillings for tea and 
on the same day, which looks odd, 6 
shillings 6 pence for tea. On the Oth 
of the month he buys a new,teapot, the 
old one, one supposes, worn out with 
hard service. However, this tea lasts 
him till the end of the term, so that 
his tea costs him foi- the two months 
no more than 11 shillings, or |2.76, and 
as the price of tea at this time varied 
from 8 shillings to about 25 shillings 
we may conclude that he got through 
no more than a pougd during the term. 


In other words, this young man took 


for breakfast a alight repast of weak 
tea and bread and butter. Dinner was 
then served at 12, so that breakfast 
was only what the Indians call -a 
"chota hazrl." On sugar he spent 4 
shillings, which means six pounds at 
8 pence a pound. On candles he spent 
24 shillings 3% pence, or about 3 shil- 
lings a week. He burned wax candles, 
mold candles and "wax twist" Salt 
was a shilling a packet On two occa- 
sions he bought sand. Was, then, the 
floor of his room sanded? It would 
seem so.—St Louis Republic.

SOME COVETED SCRAWLS. 


Rare AvtOKrapnn For Which Ira- 


men»e Price* Have Been Paid. 


The most prized autographs In the 


woXd are those of Shakespeare. On- 
ly seven are claimed to exist, three 
signatures to his will (each with a 
dif rent spelling), two to conveyances 
of property, one In the folio edition of 
his plays (doubtful) and one in a Tudor 
translation of Montaigne. This last is 
in the British museum and cost over 
3,000 guineas. 


One thousand guineas was the price 


given by the late Mr. Alfred Morri- 
son of Carlton House terrace for an 
autograph letter written by Marie 
Stuart to the archbishop of Guise. 
This and two other letters (one to the 
pope and the other to the king of 
France) were written by the unfortu- 
nate queen of Scots on the morning of 
her execution. The letter to the French 
king was destroyed during the days of 
the terror, while that to the pope is 
still preserved at the Vatican. 


The well known bookseller Bernard 


Quaritch gave £1,000 for an autograph 
of Columbus, which was exhibited at 
the World's fair at Chicago, A Chi- 
cago autograph dealer is said to have 
offered to give $100,000, or over £20,- 
000, for a genuine autograph of 
Shakespeare if brought to him within 
a year of making his offer. It was a 
safe bluff, for since the tragic fate of 
Chatterton no forger has cared to 
tackle the quaint scrawl of the Bard of 
Avon.—Collier's Weekly.

POSITIONS IN SLEEP. 


HOW VICTIMS OF INSOMNIA MAY 


WOO SWEET SLUMBER. 


1%* War OB« Should U* In Bed I» 


Order to Obtain Natural Repose. 
Tarlon* Aitawats aa« the Pwrtwes 
••at A«apte« to Them. 
Positions that woo sleep in victims 


of Insomnia Is an interesting study 
made by a weU known metropolitan 
physician, Whitman V. White of 
Brooklyn. 
Dr. White is a specialist 


oa nervous diseases and in a mild 
bat emphatic manner scores his pro* 
fesslonal brethren for their free admin- 
istration of narcotics. He denounces 
the practice as unnecessarily taxing 
on the disorganized systems of insom- 
nia patients in many cases. In hla 
own experience he has found a simple 
method adequate without weakening 
after effects likely to produce increas- 
ed symptoms. 


"Through a study based on the laws 


of physiology in human anatomy ei- 
tending ov«r a period of a dozen or 
more years I have learned that under 
certain physical malconditions," said 
the physician, "the subject may be 
given relief by assuming positions at 
rest that will from the ease afforded 
the affected'parts serve as a natural 
somnolent agency. It will be readily 
understood that a constrained position 
will tend to prevent natural repose, 
while a comfortable one will woo it 
But what may in most cases seem to 
be a position of ease may in reality be 
the reverse. 


"For instance, a dyspeptic will r-st 


more easily lying on the right aid', for 
the simple reason that in that position 
the food naturally gravitates out of the 
stomach and into the intestines, while 
if lying on the opposite side that or- 
gan, in Its weakened state, has to per- 
form an uphill process of digestion. 
This is amply sufflcient to produce in- 
somnia. 


"Lying flat on the back, with the 


limba relaxed, would seem to secure 
the greatest amount of rest for the 
muscular system, whether in good 
health or illness. Snob is the position 
advocated by physicians generally in 
the most exhausting diseases, and it 
is bailed as a sign of rapid recovery 
when a patient exhibits an inclination 
to turn on either side. But at the same 
time there are several disadvantages 
in the supine posture which impair or 
embarrass sleep, whether in case of 
severe illness or ordinary health. Thua 
in weakly states of the heart or blood 
vessels and certain morbid conditions 
of the brain the blood seems to gravi- 
tate to the back of the head and to ac- 
cordingly produce troublesome dreams. 
I believe that much of that weaken- 
ing delirium which the physician has 
to contend with In treating serious 
maladies is often occasioned in thia 
way. 


"In persons who habitually stoop in 


their gait or work, either as a result 
of the requirements of then* occupa- 
tion or from the course of their physi- 
cal development, there must necessari- 
ly be some distress consequent in 
straightening the spine. It may not 
be sufflcient to cause pain and yet be 
such a strain as to prevent perfect 
ease. The result Is unconscious rest- 
lessness, which is the producer of in- 
somnia. 


"People who have contracted chests 


cannot sleep well lying upon their 
backs. This rule applies especially to 
those who have suffered with pleurisy 
and retain adhesions of the luugs. They 
will find It easier to get to sleep upon 
the right side and that their somnolent 
rest will do them more good if they 
observe this advice. Furthermore, the 
habit of lying on the back is the 'cre- 
ator of snoring, which much belabors 
sleep and prevents the subject from 
receiving the full benefit of its recuper- 
ating effects. 
'It is desirable, therefore, in all cases 


to lie on the side, and in the absence of 
special diseases rendering it more de- 
sirable to lie on the weak side, which 
leaves tbe strong lunf free to expand, 
tbe right side should cs chosen. A 
glance at any plate of the visceral 
anatomy will show that when the body 
Is thus placed tbe food in the process 
of digestion is greatly aided in its 
passage from the stomach into the In- 
testines. Here the principle of gravi- 
tation directly applies. Then the fact 
that the stomach doesn't compress the 
upper portion of the intestines is still 
another advantage to be gained from 
lying on tbe right side when sleep 
wooing ease to the entire human mech- 
anism is under serious consideration. 


"In conclusion, I wish to refer to 


some injurious eccentricities, or fads, 
In sleeping which I have observed. A 
wealthy woman once came to me for 
treatment for bad dreams of the or- 
der commonly called nightmare. 
Up- 


on making Inquiry I discovered that 
she was hi the habit of lying at rest 
with her arms thrown up over her 
head, a position greatly to be deprecat- 
ed, although it will induce sleep in per- 
sons who have weak lungs. Tbe cir- 
culation is thereby made stronger in 
the extremities, and the bead and neck 
and muscles of tbe chest are drawn 
up and relaxed by the shoulders."— 


Masla For Flrtt Bait.

Schueller, who lives at Franklin, Mich., 
is said to be one of the most successful 
fishermen In his part of the country, 
and he claims to call the fish to him 
by singing "Old Hundredth." He goes 
out In his boat* and takes a station in 
fairly deep water. Then he sings, at 
the same time keeping his eyes on the 
water in search of fish. Gradually the 
fish crowd about his boat, he claims, 
and when enough are gathered togeth- 
er the wily fisherman casts a net and 
catches dozens at a single haul. The 
old gentleman has a famous voice, and 
his neighbors, are Inclined to believe 
bis strange story.—Chicago Record.

frOTED SCOTCH CUTTER. 


The Mndsre Gains; to Piece* at the 


Month of the Genemee Hirer. 


The noted Scotch cutter Madge, 


which was brought here from Glas- 
gow In 1881, Is fast going to pieces at 
the mouth of the Genesee river, a few 
miles from Rochester, says the New 
York Sun. She is at the yard of Cap- 
tain Doyle. About two years ago the 
owner of the Madge began to break 
the yacht up, but he abandoned the 
task. The copper sheathing and the 
lead had been taken off before thia. 
As she stands now the planking below 
the water line is all gone, and many of 
the oak frames have broken away. 


The Madge was designed by George 


L. Watson in 1879 for Mr. Coates of 
Paisley. After winning many races 
on the other side of the Atlantic she 
was sent to this side, arriving here 
on Aug. 16, 1881, on the deck of the 
steamship Devonia. Her dimensions 
were 46 feet over all, 88 feet 6 
Inches on the water line, 7 feet 9 inches 
beam, 6 feet 2 inches depth of bold 
and 8 feet 4 Inches draft. 
She was 


one of the first of what were called 
the "plank on edge" boats, and on ac- 
count of her narrow beam and great 
draft, compared with American yachts, 
she was not regarded as being particu- 
larly dangerous. 


The Seawanhaka-Corlnthian Yacht 


club arranged a series of races with 
the Madge and named the Schemer 
and Wave to represent the club. The 
Schemer was built in 187L She was 
considered as good as anything in her 
class and was owned by W. S. Alley. 
Her dimensions, were 88.95 feet over 
all, 87.17 feet on the water line and 
14.5 feet beam. The Wave was owned 
by Dr. J. C. Barron. Her dimensions 
were 41.8 feet over all, 38.7 feet on the 
water line add 14.11 feet beam. Both 
were centerboards. The Schemer re- 
ceived an allowance of 12 minutes and 
32-seconds from the Madge and 14 min- 
utes and 18 seconds from the Wave. 
The Madge won most of the races, and 
this started quite a boom In cutters. 


The sails carried "by the Madge at- 


tracted considerable notice, but the 
owners of the Schemer Tind Wave 
thought so little of the ability of the 
visitor that when attention was called 
to these sails one remarked, "That's all 
right; anything is good enough to beat 
that lead mine.'" To their surprise, 
the "lead mine" sailed fast in all kinds 
of weather.

When the Family !• Broke, the Wife 


Die* a I4ttle Gold. 


"When I was in the Olancho district, 


In Nicaragua," said a visitor who is 
largely interested in mining in Central 
America, "I bad an opportunity of see* 
ing bow the lazy natives tap nature's 
till when they need some small change. 


"Near our camp by the river was a 


but occupied by a typical Honduranian 
family, consisting of husband and 
wife, grandfather and grandmother 
and a dozen or BO of assorted children. 
The only one of the crowd who did 
anything except rest and smoke was 
the wife. At intervals of perhaps a 
week she would sally ouf with the 
family tlnpan, erstwhile used for cook- 
ing, and proceed to an old placer dig- 
ging on the river bank. There she 
would squat, throw a few gourdfuls 
of dirt into the pan, fill It with wa- 
ter and begin the usual circular motion 
of gold washing. 


•She was very skillful and would 


keep a little sheet of dirty water spray- 
ing over the edge like a miniature 
cataract. When the water was ex- 
hausted, a few spoonfuls of sand 
would be left in the bottom of the pan, 
and, spreading it out thin with a bit of 
stick, she would go over it grain by 
grain, looking tor "color.' Whenever 
she saw a speck of gold she moistened 
the stick on ber tongue and picked up 
the particle by adhesion. Each bit of 
the precious metal was stored away in 
a quill, plugged With clay at the ends, 
and I have known ber to take out as 
much as a quarter of an ounce in the 
course of one day. 


"Usually her limit was about $2, 


and when she gpt that she stopped. 
Then the head of the house would 
arise languidly and start for the near- 
est store, 12 miles away. Sometimes he 
would trade the whole amount for 
whisky; but, as a rule, he brought back 
tobacco, salt, meal or calico. 


"There are hundreds of native fami- 


lies who live in exactly that manner 
in Olaucho. 
Sometimes the woman 


will be lucky Enough to strike a rich 
pocket that will yield a dollar or more 
a pan, but titty never dream of wash- 
ing It out at on/ce and getting a stake, 
It simply means that they can secure 
their usual amount with less work."— 
New Oiiea&a Times-Democrat 


Alleged Came of the Break Between 


tbe Two dreat Men. 


An old lawyer, speaking of dramatic 


incidents in court, said: "Jere CJemens^ 
a once famous United States senator! 
from Alabama, told of a trial in which 
Burr appeared for the defense of a 
man charged with murder. My recol- 
lection is that the trial was in the 
southwest. 


"When Burr addressed the jury, It 


was night. The guilty man was in the 
room. He had been the principal wit- 
ness for the prosecution, but Burr bad 
learned that this witness was the as- 
sassin, and in closing his address for 
his client he picked up twi lighted 
candles from the table, and, holding 
them in the face of the witness refer- 
red to, he exclaimed: 'Gentlemen of 
the Jury, there is nature's verdict. Now, 
write yours.' At that moment the wit- 
ness fled from the room. After Clem- 
ens told this story he wrote a hls^ 
torical novel called 'The Rivals; or, The 
Times of Hamilton and Burr.' In that 
book he wove the incident into one of 
the chapters. The book is out of print 
and has been for many years. But it 
had a great sale, particularly in the 
south, before the civil war, for Clem- 
ens was a typical southern orator and 
a man of wonderful personal mag- 
netism. The object of the novel was 
to make Burr a hero and to besmirch 
Hamilton's character. 


"In one chapter where Burr was high 


in the esteem of Washington the latter 
is represented as reading a letter from 
Hamilton in which Hamilton detailed 
some scandalous gossip about Burr. 
Burr was standing behind Washington 
during the reading of the letter. Wash- 
ington, Incensed at the contents of the 
letter, turned quickly and saw Burr, to 
whom he said, 'How dare you read my 
letter over my shoulder?* Burr, as 
Clemens represents, stung to the quick, 
drew himself up and replied with all 
the hauteur of his nature, 'When your 
majesty addresses such an Inquiry to 
me in the manner you have, the only 
reply decency can prompt is, Aaron 
Burr dares to do anything.' This, Clem- 
ens avers, was the cause of tbe break 
between Washington and Burr."—New 
York Sun. 


Ballast For Shlpa. 


To solve the question of ballast many 


expedients are resorted to, and the re- 
sults obtained often are singular. The 
most popular ballast is stone or rock, 
and every shipmaster who hails from 
the port of New York knows, or Is sup- 
posed to know at least, the relative 
value of certain grades of rocks at 
various ports besides the metropolis. 
He can dispose of a cargo of stone to 
contractors here which will more than 
reimburse him for the expense of load- 
Ing and unloading, and If the shipmas- 
ter is alert he will arrange for such 
disposal many months before bis re- 
turn from some out of the way corner 
of the world. 


Every time a sailing vessel returns 


from a foreign port she usually is vis- 
ited by contractors or their agents, 
who make competitive bids for her 
ballast cargo of stone, if she carries 
one. This stone is used mostly for 
macadamizing and paving streets. Fre- 
quently material is brought over which 
Is good enough for building purposes.— 
N.ew York PrSssv

COMPANY M'S FIRST FI6HT 


Letter From the 26th Regiment, A 


Lively Pay Day 


Th« correspondent from the 26th re- 


giment to th« Springfield Republican 
writes aa follows under date of Novem- 
ber 12: 


The first real engagement the 26th 


had with the enemy was on November 
7. Company M was detailed on out* 
post duty. Part of the company was 
placed on the various posts along the 
river front at Jcjs*, the entire regiment 
being quartySlr there then, and out 
of the remainder about 20 men were 
picked who were known to bet cool and 
fairly good marksmon. To this detail 
of 20 mem Companies I and L furnished 
about 10 men each, making a squad of 
about 40 men. The remainder of Com- 
panies M, I and L being left as the re- 
serve, this squad of 40 men were ad- 
I'anceii across the river on the float- 
ing bamboo brdge. to within 800 yards 
of the Filipino intrenchments and de- 
ployed to protect a squad of soldiers 
who were making a new line of in- 
tnenchments. This squad of 40 men had 
been in this position about two hours 
when suddenly the Filipinos began, fir- 
ing a few scattered shots. We replied 
by sending them several well-directed 
volleya This interchange of courtesies 
was kept up at irregular intervals until 
the next forenoon, when the squad was 
retired. There were no1 casualties on 
the American side, but several Filipinos 
were seen to bite the dust.

Company M, which was given in a re- 
cent letter from Robert "Whipple pub- 
lished in this paper, the letter says:
